NEW YORK—Sid Gordon, the Jewish baseball 
player who has been starring at third base for the 
clubs in the minor leagues for lo these many years, 
may possibly get his really big chance this season. 
Sid, a standout schoolboy sensation some seven years 
ago, has been cavorting in the infields of the Newark 


. Bears and the Jersey City Giants ever since he gradu- 


ated from high school and finally the summons to the 
majors has come through. 

Sid, you see, is a 3-A lad—married and the father 
of a bouncing four year old. What’s more, he hits a 
pretty powerful clip and he fields the hot corner 
flawlessly. But things being what they were, Sid 
seemed destined to round out his baseball career in 
the minors, drifting from Association to Association 
and league to league until sore muscles and a lost 
batting eye caught up with him. But fate plays funny 
tricks and just at the moment when Sid was almost 
ready to give up all hopes of the big time circuits 
with their juicy contracts—he received a wire from 
the Giants—an interview was followed by a contract 
and presto—Sid Gordon comes to the team piloted 
by Mel Ott the very season they’ve lost another Jew- 
ish bambino—Handsome Harry Danning. 

Aside from having the big league contract in his 
pocket for the 1943 season, Sid will have the satisfy- 
ing thrill of knowing he’s the only Jewish ball player 
in the National league this season. What’s more im- 
portant—Sid’s active stunts around third base will 
keep the record intact—a record begun by veteran 
Johnny Kling way back in 1904—when Kling was 
the backstop for the team that boasted the double- 
play combination of Tinkers to Evers to Chance. Since 


the days of Kling—at least one Jewish ball player 
has been with a major league club ever since.

For those of you who are statistically minded may 
we add the list of Jewish club owners of major league 
nines. Strange as it seems, a Jewish mogul was 
operating a big time ball club as long ago as 1895. 
That was Andrew Freedman who held the franchise 
from 1895 to 1902. The others follow: Benswanger, 
William—Pittsburgh Pirates—(Bill’s been there since 
1932); Before that, Barney Dreyfuss had owned the 
club from 1900 or until his son-in-law took over; Emil 
Fuchs, the Judge, was the big boss of the Boston 
Braves from 1925 to 1935; while Sidney Weil held 
the checks that ran the Cincy Reds from 1930 to 1933. 

But, just in case folks feel there may have been 
one division of the game in which a Jewish man did 
not participate, let’s remind you that Albert—better 
known as “Dolly” Starks was the first Jewish umpire 
to crash the big leagues and although Dolly began his 
job in 1928—he was voted the “Best” by the players 
in the National League from 1928 through 1934. Fur- 
thermore, since the time of Johnny Kling there have 
been over 6,500 Jewish lads who not only have been 
stars of their collegiate nines but captains of the 
varsity clubs on such diversified teams as Notre 
Dame, Southern Methodist, Yale, Harvard, Stanford,

RELIGIOUS LEADERS SHOULD SET EXAMPLE 


OF JEWISH LIVING, NOT OF MATERIALISM 


4 By RABBI AARON M. RINE 


T IS a lamentable fact that 

many of our religious leaders 

: today (and I am primarily con- 
i cerned with those professing to 
be traditional or Orthodox) have 
become victims of the gross ma- 


terialism and hypocrisy current 
in the world about them. They 
constitute a class of moral ap. 
peasers who are ever ready to 
concede to plebian demands. This 
type of leader is, at best, a good 





follower of current trends, but 
seldom is he the guide to better 
living that he should be. Instead 
of preaching sermons which will 
instil a love for our law and 
culture, and thus make their con 
gregants conscious of their obli- 
gations as Jews, these leaders 
choose to speak exclusively on 
politics, book reviews, or current 
events. While I do not question 
the necessity or value of devot- 
ing time to these subjects, nor 
do I condemn their discussion 
from the pulpit, I do believe, 





however, that they should be 
used only as a means to better 
convey the religious message, and 
not to an end in themselves. 
Then there are those rabbis 
who do preach religious princi- 
ples, but who are frequently 
found to transgress their own 
teachings. This type often re- 
sorts to dramatic antics to veil 
its insincereity. Such leaders be- 
moan the lack of religious life 
today, yet they are devoid of 
religious practices themselves. 
How can people be taught to ob- 





serve, let alone respect the diet, 


ary laws, when they eee their 
rabbi partake of non-kosher 


food? How is it possible to in. © 
spire others to keep the Sabbath ~ 


Day holy, when the = spiritual 


leader himself is discovered 


desecrating the day? Similarly, 
how can a community be induced 
to piety and sincerity when the 
rabbi himself lacks these quali- 
ties? When people become dis. 
illusioned in their religious lead- 
er, it is very likely that they will

For 5-Point Plan

WASHINGTON — The United 
States Government was urged 
this week to take the initiative 
in providing sanctuary for. ref. 
ugees from Nazi-occupied coun- 
tries, in an address delivered by 
Senate majority leader Alben 
Barkley at a meeting here called 
to demand action to rescue Jews 
and other persecuted peoples in 
Nazi-held Europe. Sen. Barkley 
also demanded that Palestine be 
opened to “as many as the coun- 
try can safely absorb.” 


Religious and labor leaders 
also heard a report by Dr. Ste- 
phen S. Wise on a program for 
rescue of refugees submitted to 
the State Department on benalf 
of the newly formed Joint Emer- 
gency Committee for European 
Jewish Affairs, which represents 
the American Jewish Committee, 
the American Jewish Congress, 
B’nai B’rith, Jewish Labor Com- 
mittee, Synagogue Council of 
America, Agudas Israel, Union 
of Orthodox : Rabbis, and the 
American Emergency Committee 
for Zionist Affairs. 


Following addresses by Dr. 
Wise, Rep. Joseph Martin, Re- 
publican leader in the House, 
Brig. Gen. William Arnold, chief 
of Army chaplains and _ other 
public figures and church lead- 
ers, the meeting adopted a reso- 
lution associating itself with the 
following proposals made tu the 
State Department: 


1. Establishment of sanctuaries 
in Allied and neutral nations, and 
Palestine for a substantial num- 
ber of Jews. 


2. Revision of administrative 
procedure in the United States to 
permit entrance of thousands 
of refugees under the present im- 
migration quotas. 


3. Seting up of a special inter- 
governmental agency to carry out 
the program. 


4. Action by the United Nations 
to organize a system of feeding 
victims of Nazi oppression unable 
to leave Europe. 


5. Appointment of a commis- 
sion to assemble evidence for 
the eventual prosecution of war 
criminals. 





Eire As Haven 
Is Suggested

WASHINGTON — Considerable 
interest has been aroused here in 
Eire as a sanctuary for refugees, 
following a recent little-publi- 
tized suggestion by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, Dr. Wil- 
liam Temple. 


It was pointed out here that 
Eire, one of the few European 
neutrals, is in a good position 
to care for immigrants and to 
benefit from their talents. Com- 
pared with the rest of Europe, 
Eire’s food situation is very good 
indeed.

its imports, the Dublin Govern- 
ment might be responsive to 
suggestions from Washington. 
Vatican interest in refugee prob-

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AL SEGAL ‘Speaks on A QUIET MAN 


ow, 





EFORE THE service of a funeral awhile ago the 

rabbi asked me what I knew about the dead man. 
It seems the rabbi had in mind some outsanding 
Jewish merits of which he might briefly speak. 
What Jewish institutions had he been a pillar of? 
What Jewish activities had busied his life? For 
what Jewish causes had he carried banners? In what 
ways had he been superlatively Jewish? 


All that caused me more carefully to look at the 
man than I had ever done before. Goodness gracious, 
he hadn’t been in any of the turmoil that’s called 
Jewish life! 

I couldn’t remember ever seeing him at any of 
the speaker’s tables in the long array of gentlemen of 
prominence that causes a speakers’ table to look like 
a row of white-breasted crows roosting. I had never 
seen him in any contest for office in Jewish affairs. 
I had not heard his voice raised even once in any of 
the controversies that keep Jewish life so hot. 

I remembered him as a quiet man. Being Jewish 
was not a fevered enterprise with him. It was no 
business of pushing for place and honor. He would 
rather stay home by the fireplace. 

He had ideas about being Jewish, though. They 
were very simple. For one, he used to say that his 
private conduct must always be such that no act of 
his could be counted against the credit of the Jewish 
people. I knew this concept of being Jewish was re_ 
garded as something most elementary, almost primi- 
tive, in those circles that make a tangled complex of 
the matter of being Jewish. 

He said, very well, since my private conduct, if it 
is bad, reflects badly on all Jews, I’ve got to stand 
on a higher level of personal and business behavior 
than other people. I’ve got to be twice as good. I 
know that my being that decent won’t cause anti- 
Semites to like Jews more, but what the hell? I will 
have been a decent man and that’s enough. That’s 
the whole thing. 

The man’s life seemed to have no projection of 
prominence on which to hang a funerary tribute. He 
was not Jewishly learned. His Jewish education was 
limited to the Ten Commandments. He liked es- 


pecially the Commandment about coveting. He said 
that the Commandments against stealing and killing 
weren't the hard ones. Most people didn’t kill or 
steal, anyway, but they do a lot of coveting: These 
envies, this begrudging other men what is coming to 
them, this discontent, this wanting more and never 
having enough. All that made most of the unhappi- 
ness that people suffer, he said. 


He himself just went along, happy with his hav- 
ing enough to live on and to bring up his children 
right. It did his heart good to see another man hit 
the jackpot, he used to say, because life generally was 
30 sad anyway and so many people came to unhappy 
ondings, instead of to jackpots. 


Yet his Jewish education did include one thing 
seside the Ten Commandments. It was something he 
heard once in a sermon. He knew it was from the 
Bible but couldn’t tell just where in Scriptures it 
could be found. He had remembered it all his days. 
It said: “O man, what is good and what doth the Lord 
require of thee: only to do justly and to love mercy 
and to walk humbly with thy God.” 


He thought that was the whole story of being a 
good Jew. He tried to do that way. He asked what 
more was there to it than that. Yes, his idea of be. 
ing Jewish was that simple and his untrained mind 
could never do anything with the complicated maze 
of what is called Jewish life. 

Since he couldn’t make out the tangled way of 
Jewish life, he just walked humbly with his God, as 
the words from Scripture told him to do. He had a 
simplified God, too. He said whoever was just and 
kind walked with God. He put no sanctimonious 
air of piety in saying this; but if you asked him he 
said that was his idea of God. 

My memory tried hard enough to dig up some 
fragment of Jewish kudos that he might have once 
obtained and that would burnish up his obituary. He 
had never lent’his name to a committee. I had never 
seen-his name or picture in the papers in connection 
with any matter having to do with any of those 
affairs called Jewish activities. 


—— 


It seemed the man, as a Jew, had devoted himsejf; 
exclusively to being a good man and had found satis. 
factory fulfillment in that. 


This quiet man had not wrapped himself up in 
his private virtues and thought of walking with God 
as a special privilege of his own. Living the good life 
was more than a self_service with him. It included 
compassion for all mankind in all its varieties. It 
embraced the Negro servant who worked in his house 
and whom he paid well and dealt with justly. | 
recalled that during the depression when he was trim- 
ming expenses he couldn’t fire the woman because, he 
said, she needed the money more than he did. 


His way of life had to do with fair treatment of 
the men who worked for him in his small shop and 
who thought of him more as a friend than employer, 
(The time he invited the union into his shop he said 
if there was a union his men would be as strong as 
he when it came to dealing with him. He wanted it 
that way.) 

Well, that’s the way it was with him. If the rabbi 
wanted a catalogue of organized Jewish activities 
there was nothing in this man. He did give his 
money generously, beyond his means even, and very 
quietly. I couldn’t say that being Jewish was a sep- 
arate and exclusive identity. He said it takes all 
kinds of people to make the brotherhood and the Jew 
was just one of the kinds. 

What can be done with a quiet man like him at 
his funeral? He was just one of the kind that doesn’t 
make an obituary dazzling with the titles of organ- 
izations and committees. A dead man for whom there 
was not even one group of honorary pallbearers rep- 
resenting Jewish organizations! He was carried off 
by his friends. A dead man whose total Jewish 
learning consisted only of the Ten Commandments 
and the words from the prophet Micah. 

The quiet man simply had lived a very decent life. 
Now that I have had time to reflect on his way I 
think it was Jewish enough—the whole sum of being 
Jewish.

NEW YORK—Just one day after 
Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Levy, of 
New York City, received word 
of the death of their son, Lt. 
Robert T’ Levy, 22, bombardier 
of a Flying Fortress shot down 
over St. Nazaire, his last letter 
reached them. “Your son bears 
a charmed life,” he had written. 
“All I’ve got in this war so far, 
and I have been in quite a few 
combat missions, is a couple of 
scratches by anti-aircraft fire. 
With a lot of luck, I may get 
home unharmed.” 

Lt. Levy, who enlisted in the 
Air Force in November, 1940, and 
became’ a bombardier in March, 
1941, has been posthumously 
awarded the Air Medal and the 
Purple Heart. 

Other awards made recently to 





Jewish servicemen include the 
Distinguished Flying Cross and 
Air Medal given to Lt. Philip 
Gram of St. Louis, who enlisted 
in December, 1941. Another D. 
F. C. went to Lt. Michael L. Reit- 
man, 23, of Brooklyn, who flew 
an unarmed plane into enemy 
territory to deliver supplies. Sgt. 
Eugene H. Stein, a Czechoslovak- 
ian refugee, of New York City, 
who has been missing in action 
for over two months, has been 
awarded an Air ‘Medal for “cour- 
age, coolness and skill.” 

Listed as killed in action are 
Pvt. Emanuel Frisch, 28, Cleve- 
land, Sgt. Marvin A. Berg, 23, 
Los Angeles, and Seaman Paul B.

Refugee Parley 
To Open Monday 
In Bermuda 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
WASHINGTON— The Anglo- 
American conference on refugees 
will open in Hamilton, Bermuda 
on Monday of next week, April 
19, the State Department an- 
nounced here. 

The American delegation will 
consist of Congressman Sol Bloom 
chairman of the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee; President 
Harold Willis Dodds of Prince- 
ton University; and Senator Scott 
Lucas of Illinois. 

The three British representa- 
tives will be Parliamentary Un- 
der Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
Richard K. Law; Osbert Peake, 
the parliamentary under secre- 
tary of the Home Office; and 
George Hall, the parliamentary 
under secretary of the Admir- 
alty. 

In addition, several press offi- 
cers and technical assistants from 
the State Department and the 
British Foreign Office will be 
present. 

It is.expected that the United 
States delegation will leave for 
Bermuda on Friday, which will 
give them an opportunity for 
pre-conference discussions among 
themselves after they arrive in 
Bermuda. 

It is not known yet whether 
the conference sessions will be 
open to the press or held in cam- 
era. The British have indicated 
that the conference whould be 
closed, but that there will be 
full press coverage.

Unique Naval. Shoulder Marks 

The Naval Academy Museum 
at Annapolis, Md., is in recipt 
of a unique pair of shoulder 
marks, the history of which is 
best described by the following 
letter from Mrs. R. W. M. Grah- 
am, transmitting the marks to 
Capt. H. A. Baldridge, USN-Ret., 
curator of the Museum: 

“T am sending you a very un- 
usual exhibit for your pet Mus- 
eum—a pair of shoulder marks 
—the only pair like them that 
ever have or will be made. Here 
is the story: they belong to Chap- 
lain H. Cerf Straus (Rabbi), 
USNR. When Cerf was sworn in 
as a chaplain 12 years ago, he 
was the Navy’s first rabbi and 
there was no fitting device in 
Navy Regulations. So after a hud- 
‘dle with BuNav (Bureau of Navi- 
gation), Chaplain Evans and Ad- 
miral Senn—it was decided he 
should wear the Shepard’s Crook 
as his device. The cross was ob- 
viously out as he wasn’t a Chris- 
tian. 

“He was called to active service 
two years ago and wore the 
‘Crook’ till a year ago. He was 
still the only rabbi but knew 
that five more rabbi chaplains 
Were to come in, so when he was 
made Lieutenant-Commander he 
; decided that his crook looked 
ne like a piece of spaghetti and with 
permission of the Bureau, the

At Last A Sensible Plan For Awakening Jewish Public 


HAT PROBLEM of awakening the Jew to 
the plight of his brethren in Europe, which 
may seem to some to be carrying coals to New- 
castle, at last is finally going to be attacked 
sensibly. Heretofore there have been sporadic 
and hit and miss efforts at putting a bomb 
under the complacent Jewish Babbitt who com- 
miserated and bemoaned with the rest, but 
never let the horror and the blood-letting faze 
him, to use a trite phrase. 

But now the Synagogue Council has an- 
nounced, as an article elsewhere in this issue 
tells, a six-week period of mourning, memorial 
meetings, radio broadcasts, and fasts during 
which the full power of every heart-breaking 
media will be hurled against this stone wall 
of indifference. 

Unquestionably Indiana Jewish communities 
will join in this drive, whose national sponsor 
is the religious group made up of Reform, Con- 
servative and Orthodox rabbis. Throughout the 
state The Post expects to see almost simultan- 
eous city-wide mass meetings, full attendance 
at local memorial services, complete observance 
of the fast and abstinence from pleasure per- 
iods and a wholehearted cooperation in this 
effort to arouse as many people as possible to 
the need for action. 

That non-Jews too will join in the cam- 
paign with a full day of prayer and mourning 
on May 2 is heartening, for actions by dem- 
ocratic nations are inspired by the will of the 


people, and if the situation of European Jewry 
is to any extent to be ameliorated, the United 
Nations will have to be moved by their respec- 
tive citizens to do something. 

The announcement of the Period of Mourn- 
ing and Intercession (take note that interces- 
sion is included in the technical title of the 
effort) has the following to say: 

“What is our response to this cry? Most 

of us have realized our helplessness as in- 

dividuals to awaken the consciousness of 

America and the United Nations to the 

stake of humanity in the fate of European 

Jewry, and we have hoped and striven 

for a united and untiring outcry that 

would stir them to taking immediate 
measures of rescue and relief, 

“While attempting to arouse the re- 
ligious and humanitarian conscience of 
the Christian world, it is of utmost im- 
portance that we awaken the religious 
spirit of our people to respond to this 
greatest calamity that has fallen upon 
our brethren. 

“Penitence, prayer and charity re- 
move the evil decree, ‘Uthshiva uthfila 
utzdaka maavirin eth roa hazzera’. To 
translate this sacred doctrine into con- 
crete and meaningful action the Syna- 
gogue Council of America is summoning 
all the religious leaders of American 
Jewry”. 





AL SEGAL ‘Steaks On 
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T SEEMS to me that we don‘t make enough 

over Elijah whom on an evening this season 
we have at our tables. We have the brimming 
cup ready for him through the Seder evening, 
at the appointed moment the youngest child 
runs to the front door to open it for him, the 
father rises with the cup in hand to greet the 
unseen guest, utters the ritual words prescribed 
in the Hagaddah for the occasion—and says 
nothing particularly responsive to the dramatic 
build-up. 

From my own youth I have been disappoint- 
ed in the unsatisfactory climax. When I grew 
old enough to take over the Seder on my own 
account, I never felt, in reciting the formal 
words, that there was any welcome in them. 

Here I had been waiting and ready for the 
fine old gentleman all evening and when, final- 
ly, he entered, my formal utterance didn’t 
appear to be addressed to him at all, had no 
relation to the social hope and the dream that 
Elijah represents. 


I should guess that if he were living today 
he would be one of those people who dream 
of a post-war bright, new world and would be 
a good friend of Vice President Wallace. I 
don’t like to drag him into the current politics 
but I must say that he would be called a New 
Dealer, the term by which it is the fashion to 
attempt to smear all who have visions of a 
better way of social living. 

He would be the wise-crack of people who 
attempt to dispose of the idea of brotherhood 
by a derisive “globalony.” 

To refresh my acquaintance with him I 
have been looking him up and find that in his 
time he was a prophetic agitator for right and 
justice. The Universal Jewish Encyclopedia 
has a picture of him by the British artist, 
Frederic Shields. There he looks like a brother 
of John Brown of Ossowotomic, the Kansas 
prophet of freedom who was hanged. 

There is in him the same holy wrath, the 
same aspect of Godly righteousness that make 
John Brown’s picture a pageant of the human 
spirit trudging up Mt. Sinai amid the thunder 
and lightning. 

The encyclopedia contains a biographical re- 
port on Elijah by Dr. Julian Morgenstern, pres- 
ident of the Hebrew Union College of Cincin- 
nati. He was not one of the professional -pro- 
phets, but an untutored shepherd who felt called 
upon and went to address the king and the 
people. 

He went to the king Ahab to denounce him 
for the murder of Naboth the peasant.. Naboth 


al 


had refused to give up his ancestral lands on 
which the king planned to build his capital and 
his palace and for that reason the king’s wife 
Jezebel (that terrible woman of notoriety!) 
caused him to be slain. 

Then the way was clear for the king to 
take over Naboth’s lands and one day when 
King Ahab was looking over the place, Elijah 
confronted him. 

“Wilt thou kill, and likewise take posses- 
sion?” he asked with withering wrath. “Thus 
saith Jehovah: On the spot where the dogs 
lapped the blood of Naboth, shall the dogs lap 
thy blood, yea, even thine.” 

Yes, this was Elijah, as far back as his time, 
pronouncing the judgment of inexorable retri- 
bution that must fall upon iniquity by poetic 
justice exquisitely in operation. 

You may paraphrase Elijah to bring him 
up to date: “On the spot where the dogs lapped 
the blood of Lidice, shal] the dogs lap thy 
blood, yea, even thine .. . On the sput where 
the dogs lapped the blood of hostages ... On 
the spot where the dogs lapped the blood of 
Warsaw and the blood of Rotterdam, the blood 
of the Greeks and the blood of the Jugoslavs, 
shall the dogs lap thy blood. 

But Elijah was not only a prophet of ret- 
ribution; he was a prophet of a more just and 
lovely world which is the bright dream of 
men of good will even unto now. 

Dr. Morgenstern says of him: “Elijah... 
appears at first as a social reformer, champion- 
ing like Nathan before him and the great pro- 
phets after him, the cause of the socially dis- 
advantaged, those impoverished, enslaved and 
oppressed by the growing, despotic power of 
the king and queen and the new social and 
economic order. Elijah had to flee for his 
life and to conceal himself in out-of-the-way 
places and endure bitter privations and hair- 
breadth escapes. Yet uncompromisingly and 
undeviatingly for the remainder of his life, some 
twelve years or more, he persisted in his pro- 
phetic mission. 

Elijah troubled himself against the false 
gods of his time who, if you care to rationalize, 
were the same false gods who have been wor- 
shipped in this, our own hour. The bloody god 
Hate and the insatiable god Greed—the ruthless 
god Power and the vain god Prestige. They 
are all old, old gods of mankind who in all 
the time has fallen into trouble from worship- 
ping them. 

Elijah died a tired and discouraged old man; 
for the false gods were pretty much running

I thought they were 
an interesting curiosity for Mus- 
eum and Cerf was delighted to 
have me send them on. 

“He is one of our District 
Chaplains and also is our chap- 
lain here. It is interesting to have 
a rabbi conduct a non-sectarian 
Christian service. He is so beau- 
to fully educated and gives such 
understanding, down-to-earth 
sermons that our services here 
draw the biggest attendance of 
any in the District—several times 
it’s been ‘standing room’ in a 
hall that seats 300.

His son- 
in-law was the young j.g (Class 
of ’°39) who found himself senior 
aboard in a destroyer—took her 
out and sank a Jap sub off the 
entrance to Pearl Harbor. The 
boy got the D.S.C.”

EXPLAINS SITUATION 
IN CONNECTION WITH 
SEDERS AT I. U. HILLEL 
To the editor, 

In line with its interest in the 
religious life of the Jewish stu- 
dents, the B’nai Brith Hillel 
Foundation at Indiana Univers- 
ity made a survey of the studertt 
body, under the chairmanship of 
Leonard Pryweller, to ascertain 
how many would be interested in 
having Kosher Passover meals 
served. A questionnaire was sent 
to 235 students and of this num- 
ber, 90 sent replies. Forty-eight 
answered that they wanted Pass- 
over meals. 

While there is a group of stu- 
dents desiring Kosher Passover 
meals, and they expressed their 
willingness to assume their share 
of the financial responsibility in- 
volved, the survey concluded that 
two factors made it doubtful 
whether Passover meals could be 
served this year at the Hillel 
Foundation: 

(1) Passover falls at the time 
of the final examination period, 
which begins on April 19. Wher- 
ever possible students would ar- 
range to take their examinations 
early so they could go home for 
Passover. 

(2) Students will be inducted 
in the armed services toward the 
end of April. In other words, 
there is no way of ascertaining 
whether the students desiring 
meals will be on the campus 


during the week of Passover, 
April 19-27. 

In view of the fact that it is 
impossible to make definite plans 
to serve meals during Passover 
because: of the war emergency, 
the following procedure is sug- 
gested: 

(1) That Seder services (to in- 
clude the reading of the Hagga- 
dah, the explaining of the sym- 
bols, and the singing of Passover 
melodies) be held at the Hillel 
Foundation and Passover refresh- 
ments be served. 

(2) That all the facilities and 
utilities of the Hillel kitchen be 
made available without charge to 
those students observing a Kosh- 
er Passover diet, so that they 
might prepare their own meals. 

It is further recommended that 
the kitchen of the new Hillel 
Foundation be so equipped that 
Kosher meals can be served on 
Passover and other occasions, 
and that a set of Kosher dishes 
be included in the list of furnish- 
ings to be provided for the new 
house. 

The above plan has been made 
with the approval and unanim- 
ous endorsement of the Hillel 
Student Council and its Passover 
Committee.

plus accredited delegates and di- 
rectors would dominate any issue 
requiring but a bare majority 
of 55 votes. Where one single 
vote can be the determinent, as 
in Michigan City, there is no 
equity in making possible the 
hoardng of votes by a small 
group. After all, in the spirit 
of fair representation our nation- 
al Congress gives to each and 
every state two votes in the 
Senate, assuring each state of 
the same vote and same privi- 

leges. 
Another point, and one deserv- 
ing of more than just passing at- 


tention, is that past \presidents 
often are quite inactive during 
the full course of a year, come 
to the state convention only to 
once again wear their toga and 
ascend the throne to wield an 
influence altogether out of pro- 
portion to the best interests of 
the State Associaion itself. 
Against 3 Vice Presidents 

“The officers of the State As- 
sociation shall consist of a presi- 
dent, secretary, treasurer, a di- 
rector from each lodge and three 
vice-presidents.” And so by a 
touch of the magic wand the 
tradition of three vice-presidents 
is perpetuated so posterity may 





see the folly of a B’nai B’rith 





WPA. Although the holy offices 
are carefully preserved, no §at- 
tempt has been made to prescribe 
duties, to give flesh, blood and 
substance to the Throttlebottom 
triplets. Perhaps the attempt has 
been made but dropped in recog- 
nition of its near futility. And so, 
with the possible exception of 
the present administration, the 


vice-presidents may continue to’ 


reflect that perfected state of 
lethargy, that feasible substitute 
for the proverbial Utopia. 

It might even be wise to see 
that specific mention be made in 
the constitution that the presi- 
dent or any other officer need 





not come through the chairs. In 
other words, a negative refer- 
ence to automatic progression of 
officers might be a real construc- 
tive influence. Incidentally, with 
but one vice-president a great 
many problems of the nominating 
committee might be automatic- 
ally eliminated! 

It is furthermore suggested that 
to Article VI there be added a 
section 3 which would in brief 
set up a two year term for all 
state directors, half retiring each 
year and not eligible to immedi- 
ately succeed themselves in of- 
fice. In this manner a nucleus of

sought for cure-all but is a def. 
nite step forward and will go a 
long way toward pacifying q 
large number of B’nai Brith 
members who have objected to 
the complete lack of democratic 
processes in our nominations ang 
elections. 

Article VII, Section 4, requires 
the Nominating Committee to re. 
port its recommendations to the 
convention at the morning ses. 
sion on the first day of the assem. 
bly—which makes the report and 
the balloting virtually simultan- 
eous. No time remains for an in- 
telligent examination of the bal. 
lot or crystallization of the del- 
egates’ opinion. The temptation 
of log-rolling would be great— 
and being human, it may be 
assumed that some of us may 
yield to temptation sooner or 
later. So much objection to this 
procedure has been voiced it is 
surprising that no other provi- 
sion has been made. The Scope 
and Survey Committee last year 
recommended that the nominat- 
ing committee submit its ballot 
to all lodges at least 30 days 
prior to the convention. The idea 
still appears to be a good one. 

It is further suggested that a 
section 8 be added to this ar- 
ticle, that it include the con- 
stitutional amendment passed at 
the State Association convention 
in South Bend two years ago. In 
gist, the amendment committee 
bring out at least two candidates 
for each office other than presi- 
dent. This amendment was passed 
bv such an overwhelming voice 
and vote that it isn’t even con- 
ceivable that the constitution 
committee could ignore the wishes 
and mandate of the overwhelm- 
ing majority ovinion throughout 
the state. Unfortunatelv. the 
nominating committee at Michi- 
gan Citv flaunted the amendment 
‘without anv vrotest from the 
seneral assembly or without anv 
discivlinary measure being in- 
voked) by naming onlv one nom- 
inee for second vice-vresident. 
There are manv of us who feel 
this was as tactless and as bra- 
zen a showing of nolitical nower 
as has been evident in many a 
Aav,

drive to inject a litle democ- 
racy into our own community 
practices by saying: “.. .the 
nominating committee has ex- 
pressed itself as being aware of 
occasional criticism that the 
Nominating Committee has made 
one nomination for each vacancy; 





however in view of the demo- 
cratic procedure specified in the 
Association by-laws by nomina- 
tion from the membership, the 
Committee felt that it would be 
wise to nominate only one. per- 
son for each vacancy.” 


I think I am on pretty solid 
ground when I contend that de- 
mocracy is a matter of practice, 
and if we go back through the

be thoroughly democratic and 
would help to minimize the dan- 
ger of a clique or unscrupulous 
official family unduly dominating 
our State Association. 

Every suggestion contained in 
this paper is aimed at guaran- 
teeing the democratic processes 
of our organization. These sug- 
gestions further tend to curb the 





authority of the few by temper- 
ing it with the approval of a 
number of others who are in a 
position to exercise sound judg- 
ment. At the same time there is 
sufficient flexibility so proper 
authority is not hampered and 
the hands of the officers are not 
unduly tied. 

Let’s draft a constitution with 
an awareness of the failure of 
the past, the needs of the present 
and the hope of the future.

terms. It is, he said, “the mogt 


hostile regime which Palesting 


Jewry has ever faced. All that is 
left for us is physical power.” 

From Cairo some weeks ago 
came news of the convening of 
a conference to discuss a Pan. 
Arab federation. However, ac. 
cording to word from Cairo this 
week, the federation, insofar ag 
the Cairo conference will consider. 
it, will be confined solely to the 
economic sphere. There is no 
plan afoot at present to discuss 
the political amalgamation of the 
several Arab states. 


In a disquieting vein also was 
the report that the High Commis- 
sioner, Sir Harold MacMichael, 
has indicated in private conver- 
sations that the British White 
Paper, under which Jewish im- 
migration into Palestine is auto- 
matically stopped next spring is 
“the last word” in British policy 
with regard to Palestine. The 
White Paper policy is also sup- 
ported by the former Palestine 
High Commissioner, Sir Arthur 
Wauchope, in a book published 
this week under the title, “Islam 
Today.” Sir Arthur denies there 
are any possibilities for settle- 
ment in Transjordan. While prais- 
ing the Jews, he insists that “not 
every immigrant Jew is a saint.” 
The Zionist Review of London 
says of Sir Arthur’s book that it 
“attempts to destroy the Jewish 
National Home.” 

The London News Chronicle, 
one of the larger British papers, 
this week expresses alarm at the 
growth of anti-Semitism in Eng- 
land. “Something must be done 
soon as anti-Semitism is not only 
immoral and hurtful to one sec- 
tion of the community, but d 
menace to our democracy which 
degrades the entire community.” 
The paper cites as an indication 
of the effectiveness of anti-Jewish 
propaganda in England, the fact 
that 42 per cent of the persons 
queried in a recent public opin- 
ion poll estimated that there were 
many more Jews in England than 
actually reside there. Some even 
estimated that there were 3,000,- 
000 Jews in England while actu- 
ally in all Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, there are only 
300,000. 

In Palestine, there is trouble, 
the English government is hostile 
to the Jews and in England itself, 
300,000 Jews appear to some 
Englishmen to be 3,000,000 Jews. 
All this, while England itself 
should be in its most democratic 
mood. The skies do not look very 
bright for Jews.

General Giraud’s act in abro- 
gating the Cremieux law, de- 
priving Algerian Jews of their 
citizenship, continued to be at- 
tacked this week. Baron de Roth- 
schild issued a statement chal- 
lenging the American spokesman 
who defended Giraud’s act. In 
effect, Baron de Rothschild said 
that the American “spokesman” 
didn’t know what he was talk- 
ing about. Associations of French 
war veterans in England tele- 
graphed to General Giraud pro- 
testing the annulment of the de- 
cree, and leaders of the Algerian 
Federation of Jewish Societies 
are reported this week to be 
drafting a protest. 
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CHURCHILL, WEIZMANN OPEN

Prime Minister 
Says Limits 
To Be Observed

LONDON — Prime Minister 
Churchill, reviewing the position 
of the Jewish and non-Jewish ref- 
ugees admitted into Britain and 
Palestine since the outbreak of 
the war, emphasized this week
